Following the motion, 
Councillor McVicker stated 
that in his opinion it was a mis- 
take, as he felt sure that even- 
tually the rest of the Park would 
be used for necessary parking 
space. He suggested that a 
more agreeable alternative would 
be that the town purchase a lot 
elsewhere in town, and donate 
that lot to the Lions Club for 
the Centre.

First, 
since the lot is zoned resident- 
ial, a re-zoning by-law must 
be passed, following which, 
copies of the by-law must be 
circulated to all property own- 
ers within 400 feet of the site. 
Consent must also be obtained 
from the County Land Division 
Committee. It is likely, that 
even at this stage, attempts 
will be made by citizens in opp-| 
osition to the plan, to stall the | 
project on this site.

to sand dunes 


The next step toward a sol- 
ution to the sand hauling con- 
troversy will be a meeting in the 
near future between officials 
of the Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources and Lake Ontario Ce- 
ment. This was announced by 
Natural Resources Minister Leo 
Bernier last Wednesday in reply 
to questions following a formal 
statement by himself and release 


of a special report on the sand 
dunes area compiled by Dr. 
Walter Tovell. 

The report, which was com- 
missioned on April 14, has been 


awaited with deep concern by 


all parties involved, ond its un- 
veiling came at a special press 
conference, well attended by 
representatives of all news me- 
dia, at Queen's Park Wednes- 
day morning. 

Present at the meeting be- 
sides the minister were the author 
of the report, Dr. Tovell, and 
two department members, Russ 
Tilt of the parks branch and Dr. 
Don Hewitt of the geological 
branch. 


LOCAL REPRESENTATIVES 
Also attending the confer- 
ence were James A. Taylor, 
MPP for Prince~Edward-Lennox 
and two representatives of Lake 
Ontario Cement, Bruce Price, 


vice-president, and John Clarke, 
plant manager. 

Mr. Bernier said, "As you 
know , some members of the 
public have expressed a concern 
that the extraction of sand from 
the Baymouth bar that separates 
Lake Ontario from West Lake, 
could result in ecdlogical dam- 
age to this part of the province." 

"Concern has also been ex- 
pressed that continued extract- 
ion of sand from this area, 
comprising 16.2 acres of land, 
could substantially reduce the 
public's enjoyment of the Sand- 
banks. 

"As you will read in the 
report, Dr. Tovell has rejected | 
both of these concerns, and 
has projected a life-time of 
from two to three years for the 
extraction of the existing sand 
deposits presently used by the 
Lake Ontario Cement Company. | 

"Dr.

ned to the province for inclusion 
in the Sandbanks Provincial 
Park at the end of three-year 
period to increase the size of | 
the park: from 1,802 acres to 
slightly more than 1,818 acres.

The CODE is composed of 
_ both letters and numbers, in | 
the form of ANA NAN, where | 
"A" represents a letter of the | 
alphabet, and "N" a number. 
There is a space separating the 
First three characters, the Area | 
Code, from the last three. | 

In urban areas, the Area 
Code describes an area roughly 
the size of 25 letter carrier 
routes. The last three charact- 
ers denote a very small and 
easily-defined section within 
the area described by the Area 
Code. These characters can | 
specify one side of a city block, | 
an apartment building, an office | 
building or a large firm or org- 
anization which does consider- 
able business with the Post 
Office. They can also denote 
a service from a post office or 
postal station - rural route, 
general delivery.

New Genadian TV Nemere 
To Include Bancroft Station 


The Canadian Radio-Tele- | 
vision Commission opened the 
door Friday for a possible third 
national television network and | 
slammed back at U.S. TV in 
Canada with the announcement 
of a new English television net- | 
work for southern Ontario. 

Global Communications 
Ltd. of Toronto was given per- 
mission by the federal regulat- 
ory agency to set up the third 
network with transmitters ot 
Uxbridge, Paris, Windsor, 
Sarnia, Bancroft and Ottawa. 

The new network will beam 
into Toronto and Burlington on 
Channel 22 from the Uxbridge 
transmitter, catch the Hamilton 
-London-Kitchener area on 
Channel 6 from the Paris trans- 
mitter and reach the Belleville- 
Kingston region on Channel 2 
from Bancroft. The Windsor and 


Sarnia transmitters will send sig- 
nals into the United States as 
well as Canadian cities. 

The new southern Ontario 
network, which will have full- 


color production facilities in | 
its studios at Ottawa and Toronto,| 
is aimed at countering the gro- | 
wth of U.S. TV which has rec- 
ently garnered an increasingly | 
large share of the Ontario mar- 
ket. 

About $15 million worth of 
Canadian advertising money is 
spent in Buffalo each year for 
ads aimed at Canadian audiences.| 

The new network was gre- 
eted with mixed feelings by 
Canada's established TV net- 


works. CTV's Stuart Griffiths 
called the move a “serious 
blow" and said it would cut into 
his company's advertising r2ven- 
ues from CJOH, broadcasting 
from Ottawa and Cornwall. 

J.P. Gilmore, acting pre- 
sident of the publicly-financed 
CBC, said, on the other hand, 
area will attract viewers away 
that the move "would not affect

The aftermath of the hayoc 
created by the big break-out 
at Millhaven maximum security 
pen may be beneficial to soc- 
iety in the long run. One 
can't blame those nearby res~ 
idents who were disturbed by 
having their houses broken into, 
cupboards looted, and egos 
frightened, For reacting neg- 
atively by saying, "make prison 
security even tighter, so that 
it won't happen again." And 
yet it is interesting to observe, 
that in one case, reported in 
the Napanee Beaver, when a 
housewife was confronted with 
an escapee, she offered hima 
meal, and an opportunity to 
wash and shave. Surely, what 
all of these “convicts” need, 
is someone to reach out a hand 
to them. 

Herein lies the basis of 
the whole argument — tight er 
security vs. rehabilitation. 

At the present time, in 
Britain, proposed legal changes 
aim at making things tougher for 
the criminal in the courtroom, 
which attitude goes hand in 
hand with making things tougher 
for him once he is in prison. 

“Some lawyers and crimin- 
ologists fear that the changes 
may sweep away safeguards for 
the individual which they say 
have made British justice a mo- 
del for the world. 

Other observers support 
the plans to toughen the rules 
of evidence. They say form- 
alities have turned criminal 
trials into courtroom farces, en- 
dangering truth in pursuit of 
legal loopholes. 

Proposed changes include 
denial of an accused's right to 
silence, modification of regul- 
ations on hearsay evidence, 
and abolition of the standard 
police caution of witnesses. 

Experts say the reforms woul 
move Britain closer to the con- 
tinental system, based on the 
Napoleonic code. 

The idea that life should be 
made tougher for big-time 
criminals is in line with the 
thinking of Britain's top police- 
mon, Robert Mark. In a lecture, 
he charged that British courts 
are too soft, giving big-time 
operators too much leeway. 

Support for the continental- 
style “inquisitorial system su= 
ggested by Mark came from Lord

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Shaweross, a top British legal 
authority who was attorney- 
general in a former Labor gov- 
emment. 

He said that in Britain the 
judge wos more like an umpire. 
"But we con no longer afford to 
treat crime os a game," he said. 
"Nor con we allow the rules to 
be weighted at all points in 
favour of the criminal." 

On the other side of the 
coin, there are those who believe 
firmly that rehabilitation is 
the answer. Reach out to these 
people, help them to understand 
themselves and gain self-con- 
fidence that they have something 
to contribute in a positive way - 
then they will no longer need 
to satisfy their egos in a selfish 


way while hurting others. 


It is heartening to leam 
that Syl Apps, Ontario Minister 
of Correctional Services, ann- 
ounced last week that there will 
be a reorganization of his dep- 
artment to place a greater em- 
phasis on total rehabilitation of 
inmates. This will include the 
separation of juvenile and adult 
retraining programs, plus the 
setting up of regional adminis- 
tration centres in western, cen- 
tral, eastern and northern Ont- 
ario. 

Four centres for adults will 
be completed by March, 1973, 
ond the juvenile system will be 
split into a western ond eastern 
region. The province also in- 
tends to intensify community 
rehabilitation programs. 

“According to Mr. Apps, 
Kingston is definitely in the 
running for one such centre, 
although "not necessarily" for 
both adults and juveniles. 

“He said recently, while 
being aware of his responsib- 
ility to protect society from crime 
and delinquency, "we are also 
aware that the best protection 
is the provision of rehabilitation 
programs which prevent those 
in our care from continuing the 
types of antisocial behavior 
which brought them to the att- 
ention of the courts." 

‘One highlight of the reor- 
ganization is the abolition of 
separate administrative systems 
for jails and correctional centres 
for adult male and female pris- 
oners. Another is the setting 
up of Canada's first co-educat- 
ional training school for young 
offenders, to be located at 
Thunder Bay. 

The school will be comple- 
ted in two to three years and 
accommodate 120 juveniles, 90 
of them boys and 30 girls betw- 
een the ages of 8 and 18. The 
children will share classrooms, 
dining rooms and recreational 
facilities, but will have separate 
Tes

ful, plans call for the establish- 
ment of other co-ed schools. 

Decentralization of the ad- 
ministration of jails and correct- 
ional centres will allow an off- 
ender to remain within his home 
area and let the institution cater 
to local needs. Mr. Apps said 
the difference between a jail 
and a correctional centre is 
disappearing because of expande 
programs within jails, the esta- 
blishment of regional detention 
centres and the temporary leave 
program. 

The leave program, intro- 
duced in August of 1969, allows 
selected individuals to be absent 
from the centre during the day 
or for two or three days for rea- 
sons of employment, education, 
or personal family situations. 
Since the program started, figure: 
indicate there have been 169 
cases where the conditions of 
the leave were broken out of 
9,005 absences granted . 

Concerned the public may 
feel the correctional system is 
too soft on offenders, Mr. Apps 

said persons in the provincial 
system are not the same "hard- 
ened criminals” found in the 
federal system. He noted per- 
sons in the provincial centres 
have received sentences of less 
than two years.

DUTCH JAIL POPULATION 
DECLINES IN EXPERIMENT 

In the post five years the 
Netherlands has achieved one 
of the dearest aims of European 
Prison administrators: It has re- 
duced its prison population. 

Although the Dutch have 
shared in the general increase 
of crime which has affected all 
of Western Europe, the number 
held in prison fell by almost 
a quarter between 1964 and 
1970. 

The number in prison is now 
only 2,700 which, compared 


with the Dutch population of al- 


most 13,000,000, gives a rate 
of 21 prisoners per 100,000. 

The rate for England and 
Wales is over 80 prisoners per 
100,000 while Austria has more 
than 100 prisoners per 100,000 
Even a country like Sweden, 
which prides itself on advanced 
penal policies, overages over 
60 prisoners per 100,000. 
Canada averages 100 prisoners 
per 100,000. 


As the remarkable news of 


the Dutch experience hos spread, 


Prison officials from other 
countries have flocked to the 
Ministry of Justice here to 
study the secret of their sucess. 
Yet the main reason for the fall 
is very simple. It is that Dutch 
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courts are now giving shorter 

sentences than they were only 
| a few years ago. For the prisons 
this has meant that the number 
actually in prison at any one 
time has fallen. 

Today, sentences of over 10 

years are rareand over two-thirds 
of the prisoners are serving sen-

tences of less than 12 months. , 
But although this cause may be 
clear enough even the Dutch 
are in some difficulty in trying 
to explain why the courts’ sen- 
tencing should have changed so 
| markedly. 
Amid a welter of theories, 
the most likely is that many 


judges believe long sentences 
are ineffective and feel that 
there is nothing to be lost by 
trying shorter ones. As one of- 
ficial from the Ministry of Justice 
said, "we mistrust the long 
sentence. We just don't believe 
that the prisoner becomes any 
more social in a long stay in 

| Prison. So we are acting be- 

| cause of a pessimistic view of 
long sentences rather than 
claiming that we have found a 

| panacea." 

How then has the fall in 
numbers helpedthe prisons? 
Certainly it cannot be said that 
the Dutch la ve taken the Oppor- 
tunity to replace their old pri- 
sons--which is so often consider- 
ed the beginning and end of any 
policy for penal reform--and old 
19th century prisons 


, including 
the maximum security prison at 
Breda, still stand. 

But what the Dutch prison 
system can now offer js space and 
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the opportunity for treatment in 
small groups. This is seen at the 
corridor open training camp for 
young prisoners, near the smll 
town of Zeeland, and named 
after the “corridor to freedom" 
route of the Allied forces in the 
Second World Was. Here the 
young men are treated in groups 
of 10. 

Perhaps the most useful 
achievement of the Dutch is to 
challenge the fashionable theory 
that short prison sentences are 
by definition useless.

The National Indian Wom- 
en's Conference, which took 
place on the 22 to the 24 of 
March, was held in the Bess- 
borough Hotel in Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan. Metis and Status + 
Indian women representatives 
from all ten provinces and the 
Northwest Territories were pre- 
sent for discussions and an ex- 
change of ideas and problents. 

The first day of the confer- 
ence was devoted to a panel 
discussion, the primary topic 
being the status of Indian women 
marrying White men. The main 
speaker was Janet Corbierre 
Laval who had travelled to Sask- 
atoon to explain her position 
and try to get some backing from 
the Women's Organization. 
Many delegates acted strongly 
against her position which re- 
mained the main topic of dis- 
cussion for the following two 
days of the meeting. Other sp- 
eakers present were: Mary Anne 
Lavallee of Saskatchewan, 
Agnus Bull of Alberta and Marie 
Marule from Ottawa. 

On the second day the con- 
ference broke off into splinter 
groups or committees to discuss 
the problems in, Health and 
Welfare, Education, and Cult- 
ural activities and education.

Chief Earl Hill of Tyend- 
inaga Reserve reports that a re- 
defining of the "Shannonville 
Lease: situation is the hoped for 
result of the present investig- 
ations into a lease drawn up 140 
years ago for over 200 acres of 
land in and around Shannonville. 
After a meeting last week with 
officials of the Department of 
Indian Affairs Chief Hill hoped 
that some better arrangements 
could be made by the end_of 
the year. 

The present lease was orig- 
inally, prepared to last for 999 
years and gave a Montreal mill 
operator the use of the land for 
that length of time on the pro- 
vision that the Mohawks would
